In addition to the reasons set forth in the original Notice of Allowance mailed 
10/31/05, the following updated remarks contribute to the reasons for allowance and, 
more particularly, address the pertinent prior art submitted in the IDS filed 2/2/06. 
Although SU 1517903 and SU 1546049 disclose processes which employ withering and 
maceration action using a conventional roller box wherein the tea is fermented and fired 
to achieve a tea product, there is no disclosure nor suggestion to effect the particular 
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controlled application of both shear and compression forces in such manner as to effect 
the results in the instant claims by using a rotovane apparatus have reverse facing 
vanes or an apparatus providing the same effect as that achieved using such modified 
rotovane apparatus.
